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ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

[0044] Described are methods and circuits for reducing the error-inducing effects of crosstalk. 
Communication circuits in accordance with some embodiments adjust the phase of transmitted 
"aggressor" data to misalign transmitted signals from the perspective of "victim" channels. This 
misalignment moves the noise artifacts cross coupled to the victim channel away from sensitive 
sample times in the victim data, and consequently reduces the net effects of aggressor crosstalk 
on neighboring victim channels. Some embodiments reduce the effects of crosstalk by 
introducing static timing offsets to one or a plurality of aggressor transmitters, one or a plurality 
of victim transmitters, or some combination of aggressor and victim transmitters. Other 
embodiments dynamically alter the relative timing of aggressor and victim transmitters. 
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
